The Internal Revenue Servile has ruled that certain insti­ 
tutional advertising conducted by electric utility companies 
cannot be considered a legitimate business expense in making 
cut income tax returns. This advertising, for the most part, 
presents the private enterprise side of the public-vs-private 
power controversy. One affected company has taken the mat­ 
ter to court. 
Newspaper* ami publishers’ organizations throughout the 
country have protested the ruling in forthright terms. Most 
of these protests make the significant point that the position 
of the Internal Revenue Service goes far beyond w hether gov­ 
ernment or private enterprise is to produce and sell us elec­ 
tricity. The very foundation of freedom is at issue. 
I he Moline, Illinois, Daily Dispatch, sees the matter this 
way:-“The dangers inherent in the Internal Revenue ruling 
are obvious and multiple. The ruling robs private enterprise 
of one of its principal forums, or at the very least, limits that 
forum in effectiveness. The ruling also attempts to draw a 
very fine line between ‘allowable* and "disallowable* advertis­ 
ing expenditures w hich would he hard to discern and easy to 
violate.

ordered 
by Gov. Jam es T. Blair, who has 
said

M issouri 
needs the additional revenue. He 
also has said the use tax is m ere­ 
ly an extension of the 2 per cent 
tax collected on retail 
sales in 
M issouri. 
It 
applies 
to 
goods 
bought outside the state for stor­ 
age, use or consumption in Mis­ 
souri. 
F or some years M issouri has 
collected a use tax on vehicles 
bought outside the state by Mis­ 
sourians. 
E xem pt from the new tax are 
goods bought by federal, state or 
local subdivisions of governm ent 
and educational institutions oper­ 
ated by public, religious or char­ 
itable organizations. 
Also exem pt are: 
M achinery or m aterials used to 
produce a product later subject 
to the M issouri sales tax. 
M aterials 
used 
for 
repair 
of 
flight equipm ent, railroad rolling 
stock or highw ay vehicles operat 
ing in interstate com m erce. 
Feed for livestock or the ani­ 
m als or poultry used for breeding 
and 
feeding purposes. 
R ental of films, records or any 
type of sound or picture transcrip­ 
tions directly used for broadcast­ 
ing purposes. 
Any m aterials or m achinery not 
readilv obtainable in Missouri. 


That last exem ption is one of 
the most tightly interpreted sec­ 
tions in the law. 
For 
instance,

bought would not have to be the 
sam e m ake. If it was reasonably 
com parable—and no m atter w hat 
the price in the state—the buyer 
would be subject to the use tax of 
2 per cent on its purchase outside

The traffic death toll at midnight, August 31, stood at 17 
fatalities, on streets or cities with more than 10,000 popula­ 
tion, and 78 deaths were recorded on streets of smaller cities 
and rurav roads. 
More caution by Missouri drivers through .July 31, created 
a savings of 16 lives, compared to the first 7 months of 1958, 
but the gain was almost absorbed by the high August toll. 
On September first the state traffic death toll for the year 
had soared to a tragic 581 fatalities. This total is almost sure 
to increase as late deaths from accidents happening in the 
period, are recorded. East year there were 584 traffic deaths 
recorded in Missouri by the first of September. 
Multiple death traffic crashes contributed heavily to the 
high traffic death toll in the year's most disastrous month. 
In only 12 traffic mishaps a total of 35 fatalities were re­ 
corded by th(> Safety Division of the State Highway Patrol. 
One tragic collision claimed 11 lives to lead the parade of mul­ 
tiple death collisions.

The Internal Revenue Service has ruled that certain insti­ 
tutional advertising conducted by electric utility companies 
cannot be considered a legitimate business expense in making 
out income tax returns. This advertising, for the most part, 
presents the private enterprise side of the public-vs-private 
power controversy. One affected company has takon the mat­ 
ter to court. 
Newspapers and publishers* organizations throughout the 
country have protested the ruling in forthright terms. Most 
of these protests make the significant point that the position 
of the Internal Revenue Service goes far beyond whether gov­ 
ernment or private enterprise is to produce and sell us elec­ 
tricity. The very foundation of freedom is at issue. 
I he Moline, Illinois, Daily Dispatch, sees the matter this 
way: “ 1 he dangers inherent in the Internal Revenue ruling 
are obvious and multiple, The ruling robs private enterprise 
of one of its principal forums, or at the very least, limits that 
forum in effectiveness. The ruling also attempts to draw a 
very line line between ’allowable' and ‘disallowable’ advertis­ 
ing expenditures which would be hard to discern and easy to menXs 
violate. The ruling can penalize any industry or profession
